The Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission says: 


Restaurant violated alcohol amendment 


WILMINGTON - The Royal 
Dynasty Restaurant on Lowell 
Street may not be serving any alco- 
hol to fun seekers seeing green this 
St. Patrick’s Day. For that matter, 
nor would they be serving drinks in 
the four days leading up to the hol- 
iday or the two days that follow. 

As a result of a hearing held in 
Boston by the Alcoholic Beverages 
Control Commission on December 
19, it has been determined that the 
popular Chinese eatery violated a 
new amendment made by 


Selectmen to the com- 
mitihity’s Rules and Regulations 
regarding the sale of alcoholic bev- 
erages in restaurants. 

The new rule, which went into 
effect in March of last year, states 
that “an alcoholic beverage shall 
not be served to a patron unless 
said patron is seated and dining at 
a table or counter in the dining 
area.” Originally, the guideline 
was too vague to be enforced effec- 
tively, so ‘the Wilmington Police 
Departinent requested that the 
Selectmen amend the rule to make

Coverage 
under “Prescription Advantage 
Plan,” the new insurance based 
prescription drug program signed 
into law this year by Governor 
Cellucci and Lt. Governor Swift, 
will begin April 1, 2001.

According to 
Hahesy, in the first year of the 
program only five percent of the 
vehicles inspected did not pass 
because of emission problems. 

This figure was supported by 
Richard Sawin, owner of Sawin 
Motors in Wakefield, who report- 
ed, “By far more cars fail the 
safety test than the emissions 
test. I don’t think that 10 percent 
(of the Sawin Motors customers ) 
have failed the emissions test.” 

Hahesy said, “The test really 
takes a good look at your car.” 

However, he also noted that 
under the program, required by 
the federal government, 40 per- 
cent of the vehicles on the road 
are exempt from the law. These 
include new cars that are less 
then two years old or those that 
fit a low emissions profile (basi- 
cally cars built to the standards 
required in southern California). 

Those states that are in dan- 
ger of having heavy air pollution 
problems are required to be a 
part of the program or face the 
loss of federal highway funds. 

What happens if your vehicle 
is in the five percent that does 
not pass? 

According to Hahesy, “The

do not work and a waiver is 
sought the work has to have 
been done by a certified emis- 
sions mechanic. 

This is a person who has 
attended and passed an 
Automotive Service Excellence 
(ASE) course on emission con- 
trol repairs. The mechanic must 
then pass a state test to receive 
certification in the program. 

Sawin said, “(ASE) sets the 
standards on the ability of a 
technician to test. They provide 
a good standard for the indus- 


Stanley Hibbins, Jr., the certi- 
fied technician at J&E Services 
Corp. in Wilmington said ASE 
has nine tests that can be taken 
for automobile mechanics and 
eight tests that can be taken for 
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truck care. However, it is the 
test on emissions control repair 
that is of concern to the inspec- 
tion stations. 

Paul Pizzano, the certified 
technician at Sawin Motors said, 
“You have to be certified in 
engine performance and then 
take the advanced engine per- 
formance test. Then you can 
take the L1 state certification 
test.” 

According to Pizzano, the 
courses includes a six hour 
mass module course that 
explains the dangers caused to 
the environment by air pollu- 
tion. 

Robert King, the certified 
technician at Winchesters Main 
Street Texaco said the prepara- 
tion classes for the engine per- 
formance and advanced. engine 
performance classifications are 
40 hours each. 

Although the classes go over 
a lot of material that an experi- 
enced mechanic would know, 
King said, “There is a lot of new 
stuff. It is a good class to take.”

inspections but do not do the 
repairs.” 

He notes that many people 
will pay the extra $29 for a full 
inspection rather than go back 
to the original inspection station 
for the free re-inspection. 

All of the mechanics that 
were interviewed for this story 
note that although a waiver is a 
possibility, it is a last resort. 

King said, “They are definite- 
ly frowned upon.” 

He explained that the shops 
are rated on an annual basis by 
state officials monitoring the 
program and a waiver can cost 
them points. 

Hibbins said, “A waiver sort 
of defeats the purpose. We would 
rather fix the car.” 

Pizzano also noted, “The 
waiver is the last option they 
(the state) wants.” 

Sawin makes sure that his 
customers get a copy of two 
pamphlets printed by the 
Keating Technologies. The first 
gives the reasons behind the 
program and the second advises 
the consumer on the options 
that can be taken if a car flunks 
the emissions test. 

According to the pamphlet 
“What To Do If Your Vehicle 
Doesn’t Pass The Enhanced 
Emissions Test,” a waiver can 


be applied for if the work is 
done by a certified technician. 
However, a certain amourit of 


money has to be spent on the 
vehicle, in accordance with a 
formula set by the program. 

According to the formula,

$400 for vehicles up to five 
model years old;

“An allergic reaction is actu- 
ally your body’s way of fending 
off foreign bodies called aller- 
gens, such as pollen, mold, dust, 
certain foods and household 
chemicals,” Dr. Holt says 
“Antibodies in the body attack 
allergens, which results in the 
release of a chemical called his- 
tamine. Histamines cause 
annoying symptoms of an aller.
